Splendid Address on the Qualities of 
Good Citizenship Given Before Rot- 
ary Club by Rev. J. ‘W. Churchill.

‘Dr. Backus received part of his 
medical training at the University of 


Alberta, and the last five years at 


Leonard Gaetz Memorial Methodist 
Church, was the speaker. 

His address was based on the ques- 
tion, “How much do you weigh?”’— 
not referring to pounds, but to the 
elements of good citizenship, and ina 
brief address the speaker presented 
his views as to what is necessary for 
us to do and avoid if we wish to be, in 
the biggest sense of the word, good 
chtizens of Canada, 

We are all citizens of a great coun- 
try, said the speaker. Canada is in 
the making, and is destined to be the 
home of many millions of people in 
the future. Every citizen to weigh 
well must be a patriot. Patriotism is 
a noble thing, the finest passion of the 
human heart, but our patriotism often 
descends to mere jingoism, the chief 
work of which is to love its own coun- 
try and hate all others. Competition 
alone is unprofitable and co-operation 
must not be neglected. No nation 
can in these days build a Chinese wall 
around itself and expect to live. Every 
nation is wrapped up in the bundle of 
life, and woven out of the same mater- 
jal. A true Canadian must be inter- 
ested in the troubles and welfare of 
all other lands. ‘We cannot expect to 
build up Canada by fostering a flame 
of animosity against other nations. 

If we are to weigh well as Cana- 
dians, continued the speaker, we must 
put personality before privilege—we 
must appreciate human worth. No 
nation can expect to make real _ pro- 
gress that does not make a continual 
effort to enable its citizens ito live 
good lives. No law should be permit- 
ted to remain on our statute books, 
and no institution should be permit- 
ted to exist in our midst, that debases 
childhood, or hinders the children of 
the nation or of any class in the na- 
tion, from having a fair chance. 

We must put principle before par- 
tizanship. Hide-bound partyism is 
fortunately fast dying out. Appealing 
as it does to the smallest men, and, 
worse still, keeping them small, par 
tisan politics has been one of our 
greatest curses. It is a taint that is 
hard to get out of ithe blood, but al- 
ready the independent man of the day 
ig setting the pace of public opinion. 
When men and women think inde. 
pendently party leaders must lend a 
listening ear, and must get in line 
with the opinions of the majority. 

Service should always ‘be placed 
ahead of self-interest. Everything 
should ‘be organized for service. Busi- 
ness should be conducted for service. 
Churches, colleges and schools should 
existitofit peopleto render intelligent 
service. There are only two verbs, 
said Mr. Churchill, worth conjugat- 
ing, and they are the-.verbs “To ‘be” 
and “To do.” The one spells charac- 
ter and the other stands for service. 

Concluding his address, the speaker 
wave a few condensed truths that 
should be remembered always if we 
are to weigh what we ought as citi- 
zens. Some of these were: “Life with 
its talents and gifts is to be used for 
the elevation of the race’; ‘We are 
in a living universe and it is a great 
thing tto live, but a greater thing to 
feel you are alive’; “The ultimate 
realities in the world are truth, beauty 
and goodness.” 

We weigh well, concluded Rev. Mr 
Churchill, when we act truthfully, 
create beautiful things and live well.

Calgary, August 14. 
Cattle— 

Beef—Trading at Calgary was light 
up to yesterday, when some good 
steers made regular prices, but fe- 
males slightly lower. Choice heavy 
steers, $5 to $5.25; choice light, $5 to 
$5.50; good, $4.25 ito $4.75; medium, 
$3.50 to $4; common, $2.50 to $3.50. 
Choice heifers, $4 to $4.25; good from 
$4 down. Choice cows, $3.25 to $3.60; 
good, $3 to $3125; medium, $2.50 to $3; 
common, $2 to $2.50; canners, $1 to 
$1.50. Bulls not coming freely, and 
most of the good ones do not beat 
$1.75. Calves slightly lower at $4 to 
$4.60 for choice; common, $2 to $4. 
Feeders, Stockers—Trade light and 
best feeders may bring around $4; 
stocker steers, $2.50 to $3.25. Stocker 
heifers, $2 to $2.75; stock cows, $1.25 
to $2.50. 

Edmonton has a good market onthe 
best quality beef, steers being a little 
stronger in tone, with choice heavy 
at $4.50 to $5.25; choice light, $4.50 to 
$5; good, $4.25 ito $4.50; medium, $3.50 
to $4; common down to $2.50. Choice 
heifers, $3.75 to $4; good, $3.25 to 
$3.75. Choice cows, $3 to $3.50; good, 
$2.75 to $3; medium, $2.25 tto $2.75; 
common, $1.50 to $2; canners down to 
$1. Bulls unchanged with tops at 
$1.75, range down to $1. for canners. 
Choice veal calves make up to $4.25 
and other light ones down to $4; 
with common calves $2 to $3. Feed- 
ers, Stockers—Really choice feeders 
made $4.25, but most of the good ones 
at $4 and plain ones down to $2.50; 
stocker steers, $2 to $3.25. Stock 
heifers, $1.75 to $2:50. Choice cows, 
$1.25 to $2. Plain feeders and stock- 
ers hard to move. 

Hogs— 

New cuts on sows are effective at 
Alberta yards this week. The smooth 
sows are now cut 2% and the roughs 
are cut 346c. 

Calgary market has been strong dur- 
Ing the week and prices holding up 
well, Today’s arrivals sold at $9.10 to 
$9.25, thick smooths, and bacon 10 
percent. premium. 

Edmonton prices finished the week 
firm and later advanced with sales this 
week ranging from $8.65 to $9 for 
thick smooths, off cars, with the 
usual 10 percent. premium on bacon 
‘type. 

Sheep— 

Not much action at Calgary and 
top on lambs around $12; wethers, $9 
to $10.25; fat ewes $7 down. 

Receipts Hght at Edmonton = and 
prices based on previous sales, with 
lambs around $12; wethers, $8 to $9; 
ewes, $4 'to-$6.50.

Hggs—Warmer weather hard on 
shippers and there are more No. 2 
grades reported; prices unchanged on 
basis of 25c for extras. Poultry— 
Prices still low and no indication ‘of 
improvement as demand is only mod- 
erate; Calgary dealers quoting fowt 
9c to 11c; chickens 16c. 

Potatoes— 

Dominion government estimate re- 
duces the Canadian acreage and west 
will not have large crop. Only lmit- 
ed quantities of new Albertas coming 
on market at $2 per hundred. 

Hay— : 

Betitter} weather for hay makers; 
not any of the new crop moving yet; 
market indications are that there will 
be some local demand, but southern 
B.C. looks best. There will be a lot 
of green feed in Alberta since recent 
rains 
Hides— 

No improvement in prices, but deal- 
ers report tanners doing a little buy- 
ing again, which is a hopeful sign. 
Furs— 

More action indicated in market 
and Winnipeg sales this week may 
raise prices somewhat. 


THE NEWSPAPER 
MEN AT YOR 


Mr. F. W. Galbraith Replies 
~ to the Toast to “Our 
Guests” 


The York Daily Mail, 
England, in reporting the 
tendered the Canadian 
editors at that place, says in part:— 

Sir Meredith Whittaker, proposing 
the health of “Our Guests,” said the 
members welcomed their guests to the 
shire of broad-acres, the home of the 
iron, steel, coal and woollen industries 
of the country, ana to the ancient arid 
historic city of York. There was 
nothing, he said, that could be of 
greater advantage to the public men 
of newer lands than to visit the homes 
of the birth of the British Empire. If 
they had studied the municipal Nfe of 
their cities they would come to the 
conclusion that they had been the 
cradles of the birth of liberty and of 
personal freedom in the land. It was 
on the foundation of the lives of those 
cities of centuries ago that they in 
other lands had been able to build up 
the institutions obtained for them un- 
der very great difficulties, and after a 
long struggle. But the municipalities 
of Great Britain had been the birth- 
place of the democracy of the world. 
(Applause), 

York and the Printing Trade 


Sir Meredith said that not only was 
there much to learn in the ancient city 
of York, but it was also one of the 
early homes of the printing trade. As 
far back as three centuries ago York 
was the only town, with the exception 
of London and the two Universities, in 
which the printing press was allowed 
to issue its coples. 

What they owed to those who, in 
early days, struggled against the op- 
position to publicity in the press, was 
difficult to measure. 


Canada’s Sacrifice 


Sir Meredith paid tribute to the ser- 
vices which Canada rendered to the 
old country during the late war, show- 
ing how they in Canada were inspired 
with this country with the longing for 
freedom and with the desire to shake 
from power the.oppressor. The Brit- 
ish Empire Exhibition at Wembley 
showed there were no signs of decad- 
ence so far as the old country was 
concerned. 

The industrial advance of the Em- 
pire was not equalled by any other 
part of the world, and much of that 
progress had emanated from those who 
had sprung up from Yorkshire soil. He 
hoped and believed that the visitors 
would return to Canada with a far 
greater admiration of the old country, 
and that the ties ‘of friendship—nay, 
more than friendship—that had exist- 
ed in the past would be knitted tighter 
than ever they had been. (Applause). 


“Courage and Stern Grit” 


Mr. F. W. Galbraith, editor of “The 
Advocate,” Red Deer, Alberta, re- 
sponded, and expressed great appreci- 
ation of the many kindnesses and hos- 
pitality extended to the visitors. He 
sald so great a reception and so great 
hospitality had been given them not 
because of their own merits, but be- 
cause they represented Canada, and 
also because of their service during 
the Great War. 

When he visited York some _ years 
ago he was much impressed by the 
memorial to those 500 people in York- 
shire who gave their lives in the South 
African war, but now he found mem- 
orials wherever he went and in prac- 
tically every village. They had also 
got their memorials in Canada. 

One of the effects of the visit, said 
Mr. Galbraith, would be that they 
would go back to Canada to put into 
practice some more of the traditions 
which they had inherited. They were 
trying to carry on British tradition in 
the new lands of the West. 

“We rejoice with you,” he said, “in 
the successful conclusion of the war.

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IF THE ELECTION COMES 


Last week we alluded to the rum- 
ours of a coming Dominion election. 
It is perhaps worth while to try to 
estimate from an impartial standpoint 
what are the probabilities with respect 
to the results of such an election if it 
comes. 

At this distance it is not easy ito 
gauge the situation in Eastern Cana- 
da, but there are certain general fac- 
tors in it which may help to give a 
rough guide to anticipation. Provin- 
cial elections in Prince Edward Island 
and Quebec and bye-elections in Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswick indicate a 
distinct swing of the pendulum from 
the Liberal to the Conservative side. 
At tthe 1921 election the advantage lay 
with the Liberals in that the Conserva- 
tives had been for some time in pow- 
er, had lost: their tried leader, Sir 
Robert Borden, and were suffering 
from a certain lack of purpose and 
driving power, while they also had to 
bear ‘the brunt of the collapse of the 
war boom and the general post-war 


discontent and restlesnsess. More- 
over, Quebec was still burning with 
unholy indignation at having ‘been 


compelled to do its duty in the war 
under the Conscription Act. 

The wholesale defeat of the Con- 
servatives under those circumstances 
was not surprising. Since then time 
has operated in favour of the Con- 
servatives. Quebec, which is not 
really in favour of low tariffs and not 
anxious for excessively close rela- 
tions with the United States, espec- 
jally with regard to the St. Lawrence 
waterways scheme, is apparently in- 
clined to waver in its support of the 
Liberal party. The Liberal tradition 

_{n Quebec is strong, but the chances 
seem to be that the Liberals will no 
longer have behind them a solid Que- 
bec, and their majority may even be 
comparatively small.

Canada. It has cost us as a comnhn- 
ity a serious loss of population through 
emigration, which we are only now be- 
ginning to Tecover by renewed immi- 
gration, and it has meant to many 
individuals heart-breaking anxiety, 
disappointment and loss. It has been 
said that our farmers have had to 
work longer hours with more anxiety 
for poorer returns than any class in 
the community, and amongst the far- 
mers themselves there has spread a 
feeling of something not unlike bitter 
resentment mingled with bewilder- 
ment at the position in which they 
have found themselves, and the appar- 
ent impossibility, even with the help 
of political power, of improving that 
position. 


A recently published book on “The 
Agricultural Crisis” goes fully and 
carefully into the position of agricul- 
ture throughout the world, and some 
of the facts stated and suggestions 
made in it should be of interest to us 
in Western Canada. 


It is shown that it is not only in 
Canada that the farmers have been 
suffering, but all over the world. In 
fact, in Great Britain and the United 
States the position is infinitely worse 
than in Canada. Further, it is made 
clear that it is not only the farming 
industry ‘that has suffered from the 
collapse of the war boom, but practi- 
cally all industries, manufacturing as 
well as agricultural. This is a fact 
which our farmers should note. It 
tells against the belief so wide- 
spread among them that they alone 

jare exploited at all times and prevent- 
ed from sharing in general prosper- 
ity. They certainly shared in it dur- 


’ling the war, and it cannot be a matter 


but partly also because of a shrewd |e, complaint if they have to share in 


idea that while the Conservative lead- 
ing is commonplace, that of the Lib- 
erals is far worse. That fact seems to 
be admitted privately even in thor- 
oughly Liberal circles in tthe East. 

In the Prairie Provinces the  situ- 
ation is more favourable to the Lib- 
erals. The Progressive or Farmers’ 
Party is moving nearer tto the Liberals 
and may for practical purposes be 
reckoned merely a wing of the Libera) 
party. The separate group within the 
Progressives is not likely to increase. 
In fact, it would not be surprising to 
see it wiped out altogether and the 
Farmers’ Party cease to count serious- 
ly in Dominion politics, though here 
and there outstandng individuals may 
retain their seats as Progressives. 
The Conservatives will perhaps gain 
something from ‘the obviously  anti- 
imperial tendencies of Mr. MacKenzie 
King, ‘but it is tariff and freight rate 
questions which will dominate’ the 
election in the three Prairie Provinc- 
es, and until the Conservative party 
can find a means of reconciling the 
interests of East and West in one 
constructive policy, the Liberals are 
likely to hold an advantage through- 
out the Prairies. 

British Columbia will probably be 
mainly Conservative. In the recent 
provincial elections therg the Liberals 
obtained only about one-third of the 
total votes, though that was enough 
to give them a precarious hold on 
power. It seemS fairly certain that 
the Provincial Party in British Colum- 
bia got most of its votes from the 
Conservatives and not from the Lib- 
erals, and the inference is that in 
British Columbia the Conservatives 
will win. The naval question is be- 
ginning to acquire increased impor- 
tance ‘on the Pacific Coast, and on 
that question there is no doubt as to 
the superiority of the Conservative 
policy from the Coast point of view. 

On the whole, then, it seems as if 
the result of the election will turn, as 
it has turned ‘before, on 
Unless Quebec gives tthe Liberals a 
substantial majority, they are likely 
to be beaten, and Quebec’s attitude is 
doubtful. Consideration of the posi- 
tion here in Alberta may be deferred 
till later.

During the war a vast 
amount oc) fresh paper money was 
manufactured and put into circula- 
tion, the gold standard being virtually 
abandoned. ‘The natural result was 
that, money being much more plenti 
ful, while goods were scarcer owing 
to the number of men withdrawn from 
industry to fight, the price of all 
goods, agricultural and manufactured, 
rose greatly. At the close of the war 
the British and United States Govern- 
ments both entered on a policy of d> 
flation or reduction of the paper mon- 
ey in circulation with the natural re- 
sult that less money being available, 


and, if anything, more goods, prices. 


fell heavily. The farming industry, 
being the least organized, and, if it 
may be so expressed, the least compli- 
cated and the most open to observa- 
tion, not only suffered probably more 
than other industries but was least 
prepared to meet the shock and least 
able to hide its difficulties.

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THREE YEARS OF 
FARMERS’ GOVERNMENT 


It is now three years since the Far- 
mers’ Government came.into power in 
Alberta, and it may be a suitable time 
to glance over their record very 
shortly. 

There has been nothing very start- 
ling, drastic or even mildly revolu- 
tonary about that record. When the 
Farmers’ Party won their decisive 
victory at the election, there was a 
certain amount of apprehension itha 
they would use it to introduce radica) 
changes in legislation and methods of 
government. The apprehension has 
not been justified. The Farmers’ Gov- 
ernment has not differed markedly 
from other governments inits policies. 

The most notable piece of legisla- 
tion which it has carried through has 
certainly been the new Liquor Act. 
As we suggested recently, this Act 
seems likely to be a success on the 
whole in spite of the needlessly intro- 
duced flaws in the shape of beer and 
club licenses. The Government can- 
not really claim credit for this Act, 
which was forced by popular demand 
on‘ithem against the openly stated 
principles of the Cabinet. Where the 
Government behaved well was in 
their obvious effort to obtain on im- 
partial lines a fair plebiscite as to the 
people’s wishes, and in their drafting 
of an act which gave to the result of 
the plebiscite an interpretation even 
more unfavourable to the Govern- 
ments’ own wishes than many citizens 
thought was demanded by that result. 
In this matter the Government acfed 
with an honesty which was character- 
istic and creditable, even though their 
draftsmanship of the famous clause 
“D” in the plebiscite cannot ‘be com- 
mended for its clearness. 

The Wheat Pool, another notable 
novelty introduced during the Govern- 
ment’s regime, cannot be set down to 
their credit any more than the Liquor 
Act. The initiative in respect to the 
Wheat Pool came from the two 
leading Conservative papers in the 
Province, and the Government mere- 
ly gave their moral support and bless- 
ing to a popular movement which they 
might well themselves have initiated, 
but which they lacked the driving 
force and constructive energy to 
start. Again the Government are en- 
titled to a certain amount of second- 
ary credit for their‘friendly attitude to 
the Pool once it has come within 
sight of realization. There was no 
hint of petty jealousy because the 
Pool was not the result of their own 
work. ; 

The land titles and mortgage legis- 
lation of the Government has _ not 
been good. They have made changes 
which have tended to impair the safe- 
ty and simplicity of the Land Titles 
Act as it previously was. While try- 
ing to improve the credit of the far- 
mers, they have actually made the 
getting of credit by them more diffi- 
cult. This they have been compelled 
‘by force of circumstances more or 
less tto recognize, and they would be 
well advised to put matters in this 
respect back onto a basis of clear- 
ness and certainty. 

Minor laws in plenty have been 
passed, mostly in the direction of 
amendments tto previously existing 
laws. There has not been anything of 
exceptional importance about these 
laws, and the only thing to be said 
about them is that the Government 
have been too ready to pass trifling 
laws or make trifling amendments 
without realizing that stavility and 
certainty are more valuable qualities 
in the laws of a land than repeated 
changes made in the vain attempt to 
attain legal perfection. 

In administration and finance the 
Government’s chief and very serious 
shortcoming has been their failure to 
balance the budget and their reluc- 
tance to reduce the numbers of their 
paid officials. In respect of sessional 
indemnities and the needlessly large 
numbers of the Legislature they have 
followed a weak and only too common 
policy. 

The Government record, however, 
haz not been by any means. wholly 
bad. Its failures have been due in the 
main to lack of political vision and 
courége and to inexperience. To set

UMPIRE’S INEXPERIENCE LOSES 
CRICKET GAME FOR OLDS 


The Olds Gazette has tthe following 
to say of the match: 

Never in the history of the Olds 
cricket club have they been so unfor- 
tunate as to lose such an important 
cricket game by decisions ofan inex- 
perienced umpire, and yet no one must 
blame him, as such jobs are generally 
forced on a person, who generally isa 
good enough sport to use what know- 
ledge of cricket he possesses to help 
the boys. However,such was the case 
on Wednesday afiternoon last, when 
the Red Deer cricket club journeyed 
to Olds to play a final fixture in the 
northern section of the Calgary cricket 
league. <A win for Olds would have 
equalled the points of the northern- 
ers, who hold the top rung of the 
league's ladder, and another game 
would have been made compulsory. 
All the western popular games had 
nothing on this game of cricket for 
genuine excitement and _ suspense. 
Red Deer batted first, and were al} 
out for the small total of 42 runs. 
Olds sent in two of her best bats 
(Jones and McDowell) to face the 
bowling of Stephenson and Lavender. 
The first disputed decision among the 
Olds players was in the case of Jones, 
who was called out after an appeal for 
being run out, and the Olds team 
doubted and still confirm that the Red 
Deer wicket keeper crashed into the 
wickets with his knees and did not 
have possession ofthe ball. The next 
dispute aroSe when Allan Botham was 
given out l.b.w. This decision was a 
glaring error to all players and spec- 
tators, who vigorously protested. The 
batsman connected with a rising ball 
with his left back hand, and_ bore 
marks of the contact for proof of the 
error, but a Red Deer player stated 
that he would take an umpire’s de- 
cision atanytime. We have known 
cricketers who have been given not- 
out, and the batsman would correct 
the umpire’s decision and walk to 
the pavilion. The third unfavorable 
decision was given by ‘tthe Red Deer 
official. On this occasion it was only 
the batsman (Herbert) who protest- 
ed. The three verdicts stated are 
very important in cricket, and should 
any doubt arise in the minds of the 
umpires, the decision should always 
be in favor of the batsman. 

It was very unfortunate that Olds 
lost the game in this unsatisfactory 
way, as any one of the three batsmen 
mentioned could have comfortably 
turned the defeat (by the narrow mar- 
gin of two runs) intoa walk-away vic- 
tory for the home lads.

BIG STRIKE AT WAINWRIGHT 


Vancouver, B.C., August 16.—Com- 
pletion of a new well at Wainwright, 
Alta., which will produce more than 
500 barrels of oil a day, was announc- 
ed by Newton W. Emmens, euperin- 
tendent and geologist for British 
Petroleums, Limited, at last night’s 
annual meeting of the company held 
here. 

Coupled with this news in Mr. 
Emmens’ report to shareholders was 
the statement that Sir Henry Thorn- 
ton has advised the company that the 
Canadian National railway lines are 
prepared to take Wainwright oil for 
locomotive fuel if quality and produc- 
tion are satisfactory. 

‘When the company completed its 
first 200 barrel well at Wainwright 
last fall the Canadian National rail- 
way switched from long term to short 
‘term contracts for coal. Developments 
in the Wainwright field this summer 
are expected to result in a_ definite 
decision by the railway to change its 
locomotives in Canada from coal to 
oil burners.
